{tances. Conhider well that abovementicned Expreiiion Afr, Fayzc's Prettour 
had in the Face of the Sheriff -Court. Tis not fu, A Lord Shet -/, laid-he; 
(hat every body ſee this Call, This very Expreihon is a demonſtration of its 
Naughtineſs. we' ſhall yet farther add one other Argument, 'which may con- 
vince all the warld of the truth of what's here relaced ; aid us this, A Mem 
ber of the Presbytery Preaching that day Ar. Zaque was Initall'd,. while he 
was exiorting the people ' Men and Women) to hold up their right Hands 
aS a lign of rheir herrty conſent to accept Ar. Jaque for their Miuitter, che more 
to puth them forward tv that duty, uled this Argument : Ar.

Men and Womes, 8c. And while he firs in Judgment with his Elders, he calls 
people Ly.crs, wororiou: Lyars, Knaves, Companions of that Helliſh Crew, that go to 
the Meeting - Horſe. 

Nor is he a whit better in Civil matters. Las he not uſurp'd the right and pro- 
perty of the E. of Roxbargh and other Heretors, by giving a Call to a School-ma- 
fter and ſetling him in the place: to {ay nothing of the other Offices? Has he.not 
with his five Elders without any Viſitation, or calling for perſons concerird re- 
moved ſeveral ſeats in the Church? A complaint thereof being made to the Bai- 
ly, they were order'd to carry them back to their own place. Yea he has done 
ſtranger things than this. He borrow'd from a Gentlewoman a Desk or Seat for 
the ute of his Wife, which, without the owners knowledge, he turn'd into ano- 
ther form; a thing as ridiculous and unjuſt, a3 if you ſhould borrow your 
Neighbours Cloak, and rurn it into a Coat for your -own Conveniency, The 
rea.on of this alteration of the Seat was; becauſe Ars. Feque is ſo mighty groſs, 
that, as the Seat was formerly, ſhe could not have ſuthcrent room in it. The 
Gentlewoman hearing what. was done to her Seat, ſent for one of the Elders; 
and challeng'd him for what was done to her. He an{wer'd, that the Elders 
could not help things; Ay. Taque did what he pleaſed in Seflion. Many hun- 
dreds of very ſtrange paflages might be adduc'd, if we were not haſtening to 
conclude this point. Take therefore only this one ocher; by which you ſhall 
know, that A. Jaque no: only does great Injuries to Strangers or Laicks, but 
alſo ro his own Brethren, whom he ſtands not to abuſe at a ſtrange rate, and 
that in the face of the moſt publick Judicatures of the Church. No man is more 
azain{t Lords in the Church, than Ar. Faque, and yet he can Lord over his Bre- 
thren, and.

Afcer ſome enquiry, 41r. K. 1s informed, that Sir. John was in Edenburgh,ard to 
return home that-week. To go to Edenburgh, Atr. K. thought he might miſs 
Sir John, and therefore he delays till Saturday, thinking the three days miterven- 
ing three Ages. * On Saturday he ſends an Expreſs to Blakader, about Twelve 
Miles diſtant, with a Letter, ſhewfhg the whole matter of Fact, word by word, as 
Afr, Jaque ſpoke at the Seffion Table, and how it went into the Presbytery, and 
out of that to the Synod. Sir, Joby was not come home, nor expe&ed that night, 
being+to- come the Weſter Road ; .of which A. K. being infoum'd about twelve 
a Clock at night, got out of Bed-immediateiy, and wrote a ſecond Letter, ſend- 
ing it away with another Expreſs towards Edenbargh, tho' it was the Lord: -day.

$ 16, Ome uwnmediately he goes, tlunking to ſhut himſelf up within his Clo-

Then falling feri- 
oully to work ; firit, to write over the Reterence ( for he could not do any ching 
to purpole till he put it into a better drets) and having ſcarce well begun, poring 
on it to get it read ( for he could not have /4chael Fiſher, writer thereof, to aflitt 
him, as the Moderator had advis'd) and leaning wich his Arms upon the Table, 
the Pen did drop,out of his Hand;and he fell found afleep. Tis no wonder ; tor he 
had llept little or none in eight days and nights before, being mightily troubled 
about that Bufinels in Blakader ; the Candle all the while burning by him. Burt 
at laſt he awakes with no little afttoniſhment, tceing both Candle and fair day- 
light. Nor knew he for a pretty while, either where he was, what he had been 
doing, or what hehad to do. And afcer he had gather d in his Thoughts, and 
was, as twere come-to himſelf, his Body was altogether incapable to move, be- 
ing as lift as a Tree with cold, fitting in a Room without a Fire; his Fingers 
not folding theinſelves to hold the Pen. Bur above all things, the trouble of his 
Mind-and Spirit with the Thoughts of not having ſufficient time to prepare Mat- 
ters againſt the meeting of the Committee, gall d him to the very Heart. Have- 
ing got with ſome difficulty to his Feer, he took ſome tew turns through the 
Room, as nimbly as he could, rubbing his hands one againit the ocher, till he 
g0t Life again into them. Then falling to work, he tcribi'd over the Reference, 
and made ſome few Remarks thereon, not ſo well. digeſted, as otherwiſe they 
would have been, if hed had more time. He kept not a double of the Paper, 
which he gave to the Committee ; yea, he ſcarcely had time to read it over, atter 
he had written it. The Heads or Scrole thereof, as a ſemorandam of what he 
gave in, he has by him 3 of which, take this ſhort account at preſent, aud you 
thall have ſome more hereafter. 


Some REMARKS on the more Material Points of the Reference. 
L HF claim to be Seffion-Clerk, &c. is not only founded on his Contra 

but alſo on the uninterrupted Cuſtom cf the place paſt memory. 2. He

As tothar Queſtion, he 
ther, or not, the Presbytery bad approved of his being a perſon dwly J5 6 
School- Maſter, according to that A of 'the Gen. Afﬀſembly, 95 Fes. 1645. He 
anſwer'd, that the abovementioned Petition, Som mn to the Presbytery by the 
Baily, exprelly bears, that the Heretors were uthciently fatisfied as to what con- 
cernd the ſaid At befides other qualifications requifte for one of his Office; 
leaving to the Presbytery to make what Enquiry and Trial they thought fit inthar 
Matter. He added, that it was a ſufficient fign of their Approbation, that'4 of 6 
Members of the Presbytery (for there were no more) had put, two their Sons ; 
one his Brother, the fourth a Friend to his School. $5. The account given in the 
Reference of his Teſtimonials is very defe@tive; failing both as to their Number 
and Quality : of ſome it fpeaks with diſdain 3, others it quite omits. As to his 
not having one from Mr. #ear in Zithgo, he told the Seilion, that he was not 
Miniſter there in his time. So that things here in the Reference'are exceedingly 
miſ-repreſented : For Mr. Seto was then ape; Miniſter 3 and not as Mr! Taque 
and his Elders, both diſdainfully and falfely call him Formerly Inenmbent at Lith- 
20, And Af. K. was not obliged to have a Teſtimonial from- Mr. Wear, then 
Preacher in the Meeting-Houſe ; much leſs from his Sefſion or Presbytery, 6. As 
to Mr, Twilidaff s Letter mentioned in the Reference, Af. X. did ſhew it to Mr. 
Jagze and his Elders, in face of Selfion, to convince them. of the falſhhood of 
that Report, which they ſpread abroad of him z viz. That be was always an Frie- 
my tothe Presbyterians; or, as they exprelly word it in one of the Articles of 
their Libels againſt him ( as you will fee in its proper place) that at Lithgo, he 
was very offenſive to all that fear d God : whereas he was very kind, and (if we 
may ſay it) liberal to them, when they were very low, and ſome. in great ſtraits; 
25 many that live in and about that Burgh, if need were, will atteſt. And as to 
this Worthy and Learned-Perſon, one of the hineſt Men of that Party ; know, 
that when he wiote this Letter to A. K, he was Priſoner in Blackneſs CatHe, 
on the account of his ſtrict adhering to the Precbyteriax — ; his Wife and 
Children in the mean while hving at Zithgo, about 2 miles diſtant, Now, Az. 
Jayue and his Elders muſt of necethry, either ſay that Mr. Tillidaff was a Man, 
that did not fear God ; or with ſhame retrat what they libel 2gainft AZ K. in 
the ſaid Point, and acknowledye his Converſation was nut oftentive to all that 
fear'd God in that place. The truth of this. Aflertion is moſt! evident from Mr. 
Talide's own Letter, which we have thought fit to {er-down word by word,

either of them, and heard every word they ſpoke. Laſtly know, that both Mrs. 
Jennet, and the {aid Servant flacly deny what Mr: Jaquze and his Elders charged 
Mr. XK. with, And thus you have got a true account of this Malicious Calumny. 


$ 28. NF ſince *tis certain, even to a Demonſtration, that there are moſt 

Hocrid Lyes and Calumnies forg,'d againſt Mr.X in the matter above 
related ; the Queſtion 1s, who are the forgers thereof. That we may-proceed the 
more 0"derly in this Point, we ſhall firft lay down theſe few Concluſions. 

t. 'Tis incumbent on all men to endeavour the preſervation of their own, and 
neghbours good name, as far as they can. 

2. To forge Lyes to diſgrace and 1uin our neighbour is a grievous Iniquity,and 
the more grols they. be, and the more publick they are made, the Sin thereby be- 
comes the more atrocious : The Cirrumſtances alſo of the Perſons jured and 
Injaring (whach in this p.clent caſe are very confiderable)- do exceedingly aggra- 
vate the Crune. 

3. That Calummators be puniſh'd according to their demerit, is moſt juſt. 

4 All Iawiukrmcans ought te be uſed to fiud out the Calumnator. 

5. He, wie knoiws the Calumnator, 1s partaker of his Crime, if he conceal him 
when required (6 J#2rect him 5 but more etpecially, if he brought the Calumny to 
pub':ck betore a Judicature. Since therefore, - 'tis beyond all debate that Calum- 
nies are torged againit Mr. X, it necelzrily follows, that he oughr to enquire 
who are the Forgers : And certainly they are either the Members of Sethon, viz, 
Mr.7444 aud Jus E:wvucers,or ſome other perſons; or both, If they be the Members 

of 
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of Seſſion, you carmot but acknowledg, that they deſerve ſevere puniſhment. If 
they have things by Information, they are obliged to give their Informers, that 
they may be puniſh'd conform to their Crime. . And {( which 1s .by far the -moit 
likely ot the three ) it the Members of Sellion have been told only a part of rhe 

abovementioned Lyes, and if they have.added the reſt themſelves, or have mauve 
things wo-ſe, than were told them; in that caſe both are to belook'd on, as for- 

gers of Helliſh Calumnies, tho' the Members of Seflion deſerve the pre-eminence, 

Now know, that when Mr. Jaqze and his Elders are required to give their Infor- 

mers, they anſwer ; They are not obliged : 'Tis not their Cuſtom, Hardly any thing 

can be more unreafonable, - than this anſwer ; and have more ſad ette&ts accom- 

panying.it, as you ſhall clearly ſee from what follows. 

1. It gives juſt ground to think, that they are the Contrivers of the ſaid Calum- 
nies in whole, or part. 2. It implies great partiality; they favour the guilty 
more than the innocent. - Neither:do they, as. they would be done to. 3, It it be 
ſuſtained that a Kirk-Sefſion is not obliged to give their Informer, in the caſe no 
man can be ſecure of his Reputation, or Office, if it be in their power to deprive 
him thereof. . For any perſon, whether a' Member of Seffion,.or not, who has En- 
: Vy, Malice; Prejudice at his Neighbour; -or, who would have himſelf or his 
friend, or a relation ſetled in his Office, may inform the Kirk-Sefſon, or any of 
irs Members again{t him without fear of being called into Queſtion upon the 
matter. The Seſſion is not obliged to tell, how they came by ſuch a report. You 
may ſafely ſay ; -this.-or the other man is gwlty of Fornication, Adultry, Inceft, 
&<c. - He ſtruggl'd with ſuch a Woman, and had certainly got his will ot her, if 
. he had not molt p:ovidentially been parted from her {s, and ſo. In a word, you 
. may ſpeak-of this kind -what.you pleaſe without being challeng'd for it : The 
- Kirk-Seffion is not obliged to give you up for. their Author. Or, yoa may take 
a more hid and private way: Whiſper ito ſome perſons ear, who, you know, 
will devulge it ; That ſuch a mas is too familiar with this or that woman, you ſec them 
often alone together ; you 'do not like ſo great familiarity, &c. This is enough to 
ome perſon. He tells it to two or three more with ſome little addition. They - 
. do the ame. Preſently it becomes Fama Clamoſa. Then the Church takes hold 
on't ; .cſpecially if he be a perſon they may meddle with, or would fain have a 
hit of Being Summon'd before them, he craves to know their Informer. Me 
are not eblig'd, ſay they, to tell you who inform'd us. They adduce for Witneſles, 
the Informers themſelves, contrary to all Law and Reaſon. And thus an Inno- 
. cent Man may come to great trouble, vaſt expence ; yea, be turned out of his 
Office, ruined and diſgraced, he, and his forever : And the riſe and occaſion of 
all this may be, Envy, Malice, Avarice, Revenge, &c. Now there is no way 
under Heaven left to avotd this, but ſeverely to puniſh Calumniators. And how, 
- Pray, ſhall we core to know them? Unleſs you give your Intormer, and he his, 
till we come to t': Fountain and Root of all; to him who ſet it furſt a work, 
and by this means you ſhall come to know the thing from its very birth, or hut 
conception, . with all the encreaſe it received from this and the other hand. And 
if any perſon ſhould report a Calumny, and cannot give his Author ; perhaps has 
forgot from whom he heard it; -or may be knows bis Author, but he denies it ; 
and the other cannot inſtru&t that he ſaid it : This man is puniſhable by Law. 
There is no other Remedy in Nature left us to preſerve our good Name. 4. If 
the Kirk-Sefſion be not obliged to give their Informer, this bad Conlequence will 
follow, viz. moſt Atrocious and Heinous Crimes ſhall paſs without puniſh- 
ment. One out of Malice, or Revenge, raiſes a Calumny on his Neighbour ; 
ſaying that he is guilty of Adultery, Inceſt, Beſtiality, &c. If you be not obli- 
ged to delate this man, as your Author, he paſles unpuniſhed, and certain!y _ 
un 


We told you already, that we have ground to think, that that revengeful Lye, 
which Potiphars Wite made of Joſeph, 15 no leſs grievious a Sin, than her attempt 
ſhe made on him to he with her. And to let the greateſt of Sins paſs without 
puniſhment is certainly horrid iniquiry. We might here add, that the not pun- 
ifhing his fin in this life, may perha the occation of his eternal Damnation 1 
the ife to come. 5. It opens a r ws for people to commit the moſt Atrocious 
Crimes without any reſtramt, having a kind of aflurance their fin will never 
come to-publick, they venture on it with the greater freedom. 6. People are 
thereby deprived of the juſt and lawful means, whereby they might purge them- 
ſelves of the Crime, they are charged with. Who knows, but perhaps it could 
be inftrued, that either the Informer, or the alledged guilty Perſon-was Alibs, 
( that is ſome other place) when tuch a thing was faid to be done, - An ſtance 
of this kind you have again and again above-related ; Mr.K.firuggling with aWo- 
man was parted by Sir F. Home ferrring in his Cloſer near by, A moſt abomingble 
Lye, ſaid, Sir John int face of the Synod ; for [was not then at home.” And thus 
we have ſhewed you ſufficient ground, why you ought to give your Informer. 
Pray, give us your Reaſons why you are not oblig'd to-do it 2 We know none 
worth th2 naming. Perhaps ye would fay, if ye durfſt tell it ; He 4s a friend that 
inform d us, one of our own Party; He told it as a Secret,” and we promiſed not to 
bring bis Name into publick, &c. The very Heathens will-rife up againſt this wick- 
ed Generarion, and condemn it at the great day.

anuſt take the freedom to tell your Ladiſhip, that if you fit ftill, and ſuffer this Feather

your former Reputation. Yea, Madam, 'tis that, which o# cannot do, Ton nay not do 
it, Ard to I reater freedom; Madam let me tell Jou, 'tis that which you dare 
not do.

"Tis here to be conſidered, that there is a vaſt difference between telling a thing 
openly in a School before all the Boys, and to one or two in a corner, Or apatTt 
by .chemtelves.. The Age alfo, the Nature, and :{poſition of a Boy with other 
Circumſtances, are in this cafe very conſiderable.

A.To his knowledge, he never deliver'd any thing before his Scholars, that was 
Heterodox. And as to the Sabbgth, he is of the Judgment of many thouſands of 
Learned Divines ; viz. That it is moral poſitive, not natural : That is, Alan by the 
Tnſtintt and Light of Nature (eſpecially as now corrupted) could not have known that 
the ſeventh part of his Time was to be allotted for God's Worſhip, more than the fifth 
or fexth ; had it not been revealed to him.

Adam, be- 
fore the Committee of Schools and Colleges at Edenburgh (amongſt other pre- 
tended Crimes) for too much Severity, or Cruelty, as they alledg'd; and now 
they accuſe Mr. K. forLenity. Waether we run faſt, or walk flowly, comes all 
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to one purpoſe. Mr. X, according to the knowledge and diſcretion God has en- 
dued him with, makes it his endeavour to keep a Medium between the two E x- 
Seams, the humours and inclinations of Boys, -with other Circumſtances being 
conſider'd. Many Parents here and elſewhere, have much commended him for 
conver{inz ſamiliar;y, and playing with their Children : yea, have earneſtly de- 
fir'd him lo to do, Was it not by this Mean, that that Noble and Famous Youth, 
my Lord Brvce, in ſo ſhort a time attain'd the Knowledge, not only of the £4- 
tin and Greek T \ngues, but many other things 2 Mr. K. did perpetually converſe 
with him, play'd with him ; lay in Bed with him : hence was {till teaching him. 
Which Method and Corriage, did wonderfully pleaſe the Earl his Father, a moſt 
knowing and learned Perſon. It you doubt of this, Mr. K. can produce the 
Earl's Letters as an infallible Sign. Theſe Accuſers or Libellers, hve grofly ig- 
norant and illeterare Men, who know not what Advantage Boys reap by the 
preſence of their Maſter, dare charge Mr. K. for thar, which knowing and learn- 
ed Men do much commend. They know not that Boysare —_— Language, 
even, when they are playing. As to that inſtance they give about the Football ; 
when'you have conſider'd allCircumſtances,y ou can't but highly approve of what 
Mr. XK; did in this Matter. Know therefore that the people of ers and Tivios- 
dale, are too too much addicted to that violent Sport ; and the Youth follow 
ther Example. Mr. K. having a very flouriſhing Schcol of Boys out of both 
theſe Shires, thoſe of the one gave a Challenge to th other, to try, who ſhould 
_ carry the Prize at that Game. They were pretty equal in number. If they had 

been fighting for a Crown, they could have done no more. Theſe Scholars that 
were from ocher places, were only ſuffer'd to ' be Spe&ators: After many days, 
they came off equal. Mr, K. partly to inure his Scholars to ſpeak proper Phraſes 
at-that Sport ; partly to prevent any hurt, they might do one to another at (o 
violent a Game, reiolv'd to go ſee fair play. He do's not deny, but, when the 
Ball came to his Foot, he touch'd it. A-moſt heinous Crime indeed; and well 
deſerves Deprivation.

A. Here is not only a manifeſt Falſhood, but certainly a moſt malicious Lye 
Ne can initance ſome hunareds of the beſt Quality in Town and Country, who 
after much ſerious Entreaty for the Play, were repulſed, and ſent away with- 
out ic in 110 little anger. And who in Alers or Tivietdale, that know any thing 
of this Nature, can be ignorant, that for a compleat year together, not one 
Perſon, noble or ignoble, obtain'd the Play. Now 1s it poſſible that all the five 
Elders can be ignorant of this? As to Tale Vacance, as they call it ; Mr. X. 
grants it not : but Patrons of the School, and Magiſtrates of the Place, by an 
Inherent right, as they pretend, give liberty to the Scholars at that Seaſon of the 
Year, contoim to an old Cuitcm, to exerciſe themſelves a day or rwo on the Ice:

Rem. (A) © There be various kinds of Lyes, Some people in a drolling man- 

** ner, can coin you many hvrdreds,onuly to make ſpot, Others out pf an often- 
* tive and bragging humour will not itand to tell with the greateſt confidence 
* imaginable; a thouſand ſtories of things, rhey ſaw, or heard im forreign Nati- 
*© o!1s, or ſome remote places, which yet they certainly know td be meer k&ions 
* of their own brains. No doubt, but both theſe torts of Lyes are very difplea- 
* fing in Gods fight, And yet there is no Malice, nor evil defign in the Contri- 
*© ver. © Ay, but thereis a third fort, which is a niolt horrid and wicked kind of 
* Lying; vs. When men induſtriouſly hatch and contrive means and methods 
-* ro calumniate and diſgrace their Neighbour. This Indeed we may juſtly call 

* a moſt Malicious and Hell:iſh kind of Lying; Malice, as it were, fitting at its 
** very root, cauſing it to ſprout and bud,. and come ro perfe&ion. There 1s 
** alſo variety of this malicious kind of Lying. Some Calumnies are made up of ' 
** pure Lyes : 4Series, or Concatenation of 1ncer Forgeries. Such was that you

* fo and fo. (B) who would not hence infer that Mr. K's Family docs not attend 
** the Ordinances ; at leaſt are very negleRive of that duty ; and chat the fault 
© lics m him, | 

© Thisis a moſt abominable Catumny both on him and his Family ; for he him- 

** ſelf, his Children and Servants give due attendance ; no:wichitanding all the 
** provocation he has met with from Mr. Jxque. By his Family, perhaps the Li- 
** bellers only mean his Wife, for ſhe goes to the Meeting-Houſe. Pray who 
* elſe in the World, but themſelves, would have ſo unde:{tcod theſe words ? 
**.Did we not tell you in the former Remark, that they always have fore little 
** back-door ro creep out at. They put the Whole for'a P:7t; a ver; o:Ginary 
** thing amongſt the Learned, They let you ſev, they can {pak by Zreper and 
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« Figares, tho' they were never taught ſuch things. But ki.ow, that tho the 
& Tropical or Fignrative diſcuurle may often be good Oratory ; yet very bad Law;

&* auzments, than 1:flens the Calumny 3 and does highly demonſtrate, how diſ- 
' © |ngenious.the Libellers are. Tis as abſurd, as it you thould point with your 
«© finger at 7 or 8 Perſons, ſaying, Lo, there's a Company of moſt wicked and lewd 
&« Fellows; Whoremongers and Aduiterers. And when you ace Challenged for that 
« Expreſſion, to ſay, Tow only mean one of them is fuck, which you can Inſirntt. 
* "Tis not very Proper, .we confeſs, for Mr. K. to proclaim his Waves praiſes 3

1. Its very front repreſents Mr. K. as an Enemy, not only to Man, but tc 
God himſelf, which is a moſt Helliſh Calumny, 2. This is aggravated from 
_ Circumſtances: He began, ſays the Libel, very early, even from Mr. Jaque's 
Admittion. . Were this true, as tis moſt falſe, Mr. X. _ onght to be look'd 
on among(t the greateſt Hypocrites, and Cheats in the World ; for his outward 
carriage towards Mr. 7aque was molt Difcreet, Kind and Neighbourly. He pay- 
ed him fix Viſits : three in Civility, and three on Buſineſs: lent him a Grate 
which he has to this day (17 Sepr. 95.) and defired his Servants, who carried it 
away, to ſignify to their Maſter, that any thing he had, was at Mr. Jaque's ſer- 
vice. . And further, when Mr. ZFaqze and two or three of his Elders and ſome 0- 
thcrs came one day in to ſee the ſaid controverted Brew-Houſe, about 10 or 12 
paces diſtant from egch of their Houſes, Mr. K: gave moſt he:rtily to him and 
thoſe in his Company a drink of the bett Liquor he had.

a Account of the Buſmeſ7 about the Brew-Houlſe, or Controverted Vault. 

This being one of the grand Pornts of the Plea, and the-occation of no little 
-Clamour and Talk every where ; | tis very proper ſome account 'be given of it im 
this place; for it 'comes not fo well in any where elſe. Be pleaſed therefore to 

. know theſe following particulars, which we ſhall but name. 

1. The Earls of Roxbwygh ate Proprietors of the Abbacy of Ke!ſo ; and hence it 
is, that a great many Perſons of the moſt eminent wy in this KinzCom hold 
Lands of them; particularly the D»zes of Hamilton, Earls of Heme, Dutcheſ; of 
Lawderdale, &c. 2. Tis now, and has been pait memory, 2imott quite rvin- 
ous, there only remaining ro or 12 old Vaults, and a Church, memorable, ra- 
ther for what it ſeems to have been, than for what it is. - 3+ The Earls have diſ- 
poſed a part of theſe Vaults, by granting Charters thereon, and giving Liberty to 
thefe their Vaſfals, to Alter, Repair, and Build them De Nevo for their. greater 
Conventency. 4. Some of theſe Vaults once were all that the Minifters of Xe 
had for their arſe, or Dwelling houſe ; particularly Mr. Fa. X*#0x, who died 
1633; for people of old were not io nice im their Houſes, \Clothing, and Di 
as in our days. The Vault now under debate, was his Ball, and Kitchen, wo 
another of it his Bed-Chamber and Ciofer, rho' both much below ground. nn 
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Son Mr. Robert ſucceeding, got built him for his better accommodation, two {ittle-: 
To-falls, as they call them, or Galleries, the one to walk and ftudy-in ; the cther 
was his Bed-Chamber. © He died 1648. Dottor Weddal ſucceedmyg,: things were 
repair'd much to the better. After him came Do#or Lorimer, in whoſe time al- 
ſo agood Addition was made ; and yet it was ſtill imperfett, Next was ſertle& 0 
Mr, 74. Gray; who being a fingle Perſon tabl'd himſelf in the Town, fo that it 
ſtanding ngty all his time, and. 3 or.4 years thereafrer during the Vacancy, be= 
came little better than ruinous. And therefore in the-Year 1694 it was taken 
down almoſt to the foundation, and a very fine Manſe Re-bnilt, tho' then none 
knew, who was the man that ſhould in avit it 5. Mr. Jaque polleſſeths Vaults 
defides this new Building, all which could not be done in Kelſo for the double of 
what the Law requires. 6.. The School-Maſters of Kelſo, till Mr. XK, came, hiv'd - 
in a very pitiful hole,” rather than a houſe ; and therefore for his greater Encou- 
ragement, they have Built a vet y g00G Houſe. When this was a contrivi 4. 
Propoſal was made by one.concern'd, that to Repair the Vault under debate 
(which was. then altogether ruinous) would fave at leaſt 5 or 600 Marks ; and 
this Mr. K, was to do on his own expences or give 200 Marks to the Wright and 
Maſon : to which he willingly condeſcended, they obliging themſelves to build 
a Cloſet on the top of his Turnpick. Yet this buſineſs with what he has done 04 
therwiſe in his Houſe,. has coſt him above zoo Marks. He will not-name here 
« what his Plea about the Vault has ſtood him: this-he leaves-to by to-guels what 
it may amount to'- From theſe Premiſes any perſon; you would think, of com- 
mon. ſenſe will infer, . that ſuppoſe the Earl had cauſed to build a Manſe every 
way. ſufficient in-it ſelf, and in a place abundantly convenient, Mr. J44+c had no 
reaſon 10 complain, 1ior to claim right to theſe old Vaults on the Acco..nr. that 
once they were poſleſled by his Predeceſlors; as you ſee exprefly containcd in the 
Libel ; but on the contrary ought rather to thank the Earl for a better }:ouſe to 
live in.. And further, you ſee that this complaint in a matter Civil made by the 
Elders, who are not-the Perſons Concern'd,. is given into a Church Judicatme; 
as if forſ{ooth they could be Judges of mens Rights and Properties; and which is 
yet more Remarkable, where Mr. 74q*e who qught to be complainer, and ſtand | 
at Bar with Mr. K. fits his Judge. A ht Judge indeed ! Both Judge and Party, 
But if you had ſeen, what odd work the Earls Commiſſhoners and Mr. K. had 
one day before a Committee to get him removed from being Judge in this and 
other points z- and had heard what he ſaid, ' when he came off the Bench; you 
would think another thing. The next ſtep Mr. K. made, : after Mr. Jaq:e was 
removed, was to diſtinguiſhthe matters of his Proceſs into Eccleſiaſtical and Civil, 
as you wul hear within a little in the Reaſons of Appeal fiom this Committee, 
Set. 279. Hence it was, that Mr. Jaque cauſed to Summons Mr. K. before the 
Sheraff of Tivierdale at JFedburgh, where the buiineſs. about the Vault was debated 
Pro and Con pretty warmly by Pro&ours on both ſides..-. At laſt Mr. K, tinding 
the Earls'Right like. to be encroached upon; uſed means to carry the Cauſe before 
the Lords of Seſſion, who. alone are the Proper Judges in matters of this kind. 
And therefore by a £i/ given intortheir Lordſhips, he firſt obtain'd a Siſt; and - 
thereafter an.

- Mr. X. has enquird at ſome very knowing and learned Clerks, 
whecher or not they ever heard or knew the-like > Never, never, ſaid they, was

About the Qualities of the Fudges. 

This is infinit=ly more diflicule, and far more dangerous a- Tas, than the 
former. "Tis an eafie thing ro number the Perſons of Men ; but to tell; whe- 
ther they be good or bad, 'tis rot ſo; As to Ar. Couden, Far be it from Mr. X. 
to ſay oc think, that hes an 1!! Man : Yet he muſt be pardon'd, if he pofitively 
aver that in this preſent bufinefs he has done many very unwarratitable and un- 
jult Acts.

He 
humbly begs your patience to {tand by, till you fce hin: waſh himſelf, We ſhall 
leave this Allegory, and cone to the true matter ot Fatt. Know then, that it 
was depon'd, that this obſcene word as they call ic) was usd in Mr. K's School. 
. What Witneſs depon'd it: Whether only once, or frequently us'd in his

continue ſo, he might ſoon acquire that Language. I ſhall ſtudy day and night, 
reply d Danie!, till I have it, In ſhort, he falls indeed very frankly to work 3 
and among other helps, reads YVocables, the Latin in one Column, the Ergliſþ in 
another : where reading the Parts of Man's Body ; Capmt, the Head, ans, the 
Hand, &c. he comes down to Coles, which he nds rendred A man's Tard. Da- 
#301 quite miſtakes the word Tard, thinking Coles fignified” Aftack-Tard, or a Gar- 
Aden; that ſame with Hortus : And therefore in preſence of the whole School he 
ſays to Mr. K. Sir, ay.not Coles fexife as well a Wanans Tard, as a Mans; Co- 
les matris, as wel! as Patris? Ar. K, ſmiling, turn'd himſelf about, as if he 
Mp _ going to je a Boy prikg ; =xK * $o mean time one Neal Cam- 
et, a Boy of 7 or 8 years of age, ſtandj r Daniel, puſheth him pret- 
ty ſmartly with his Shoulder, ſaying 3 Hourmen, Hou ! 'Tis Jy hae, Genin 
it after the vulgar Scots-way, Daniel miſtakes this alſo, thinking Coles iignitie 
nor 
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not only a Man's Garden, or Stack-yard ; but his whole Fortune or Eſtate, viz. 
All he had or poſleſsd. And therefore another Boy, a Gentleman's Son in Lith- 
£6, perceiving him ſtill ro be in a miſtake, pointed with his hand towards Damel's 
Breeches, ſaying ; Stupidiſſime Aſme, Coles fignificat, your Keegrels ;' your Kee- 
grels, Daniel, Then indeed Daniel came to know, what Coles ſignihed, more 
by the demonſtration of the Boy's hand, than otherwiſe. 

This 1s all that paſs'd in the School. Some perſons in Town hearing of the 
Buſineſs, fail'd not ro obje& it to Damiel, pointing with their Finger, and ſay- 
ig, Daniel, Coles, your Keegrels ; your Kregrels, Daniel. Further know, that 
Walter Sandilands, Son to the Laird of Hilderſton in Lithgo, coming to Mr, K's 

+ School, both at Edens. and Kelſo, ( for he would not come to any other Maſter) 
told the ſaid paſſage to his Comrades ; For it was his Brother ( if 2r, K's me- 
mory fail him not) that pointed with his hand towards Daniz!'s Breeches. So 
muc\ for the riſe and occaſion of this word; follow ſome remarkable efte&s it 


prod::ced amongſt the Brethren aud others. 


The Effet; er Dregs of the word Keegrels. 

$15. Y kX 7 Hen this Word was depon d, Mr. Thomſen, Judge, Clerk, and 

Witneſs above-named, ask'd his Brethren, how he ſhould fpell 

it. They either could not, or would not inſtru& him, being, as' 
we are told, otherwiſe buſied ; For they were all like to be-piſs themſelves with 
Laughter, Hence 'twas (whether by their Fault, or the Deponent's, who per- 
haps, gave it not its proper ſound, 'tis not worth our while to enquire into) that 
it came to be ſpell 'd with a G, and not a K, Gigrels,. not Kigrels; or rather, as 
ſome great Artiſts in Spelling, ſay, it ſhould be Keegrels. This Error” whether, 
we lay, of the Clerk, or his Brethren, or the Deponent, has been the occaſion of 
nelittle work in the following Judicatures, and of great Laughter in all Com- 
panies, where frequently it became the mazn Subjeft of Diſcourſe ;. ſome ſound- 
Ing it Gierels, as we do & in Lego; others, as it were, Tigrels, as we do @ in Le- 
if; a third perſon crying out, that often he had heard « nad, bur Keegrels, 
Gievels, or Figrels, did he never hear before. Yeageven the Women mate 1t the 
Subje& of their Talk, faying ; Away with theſe rugged kind of words. Can't 
you not uſe\ſuch fmooch and foft words as we do, when we bid our 
Children hide their Flies or Pilda's > If this account offend any modeſt Ear, as 
certainly it will, Iet them blame firſt rhe Kirk-Sethon of Ke!l/o, next the Pre(- 
bytery ; and laſtly the Synod of Afr: and Tizzctdale, who trequently tofs'd this 
Butineſs, and many other things of this Nature, like'a Tenis-ball in their pu- 
blick Judicatures and privare Meetings, on panes we may ay, to ruine a 
diſgrace Mr. K. And if this was done by wicked and malicious Men for the de- 
ſtrukion and hurt of their Neighbour ; ſhall ic not be lawful; judge you, for 
hun to ſpeak, or repeat over again theſe ſame word? for his own Yundication 2 

A neceſſary Caution. 

Pray, don't miſtake us, as if we were here charging all the Members of the 
Synod, | as guilty of the abovementioned Ctime, No, no ; we are very far from 
that. All-the worthy Gentlemen, Six Jovn Home, Sir Jo. Pringle and orhers, with 
a good number of the Brechren, did what lay in their power to ſtop the Carrier 
and Fury of the Multitude, but were not able; efpecialy, when 1c came toa 
Vote, where a Dance can do as much as a Sulrmon.

on of all well-govern'd Churches : which buſineſs of Mr. K. as 't then Rood, by 
.3ng referr'd contrary to all Chriſtian Charicy, and brotherly Love vy the Selton 
to the Presbytery, they not ſo miuch as giving him one minute co procure a Tt 
ſtihcate of his Innocency under the hand of thoſe, who, were -ye- iwitneſles 
what was laid-to his Charge, tho' he earneſtly defired the ſame ; wizich if the 
had granted, he would have exculpated and freed himſelf. And the ſaid Pr 
bytery having that ſame very day, within a very ſhort winie after the riſing 
the Seſlon, fit down, and confidered the ſaid Matter refer @ tc © icy, 0 
a manner, Homologating the illegality of the Procedure of the 12:4 54101, w 
moſt unwarrantably, and to the Reproach and Scandal of the Juttice ana Vit 
com of ſuch a Judicature, proceed in the ſaid Aﬀair (the Pumithn:ent whert 
roved, 1s no leis than Death, aud perpetual Infainy to hin: and his, une Crum 
ing Adzltery, the other Force or Rape) and give their 5en/<rice t'-ereco by tf 
ferring the ſame to the next Provinciat Synod, without {o much as cicing, « 
calling Mr. K. the Perſon injur'd, to anſwer hin:ielft ; nor ſo-much as enquirith 
who were his Acculers, rather following the Method ot the hard-hearted 7, 
and Pagan, than the Diſciples of Chriſt ; yea, or the civiiz'd Roman, Feſt®, 
who would not condemn a Man, until ſuch a time as he was heard, and hus Ac- 
cuſers face to face with him. This Procedure of the Seffion and Presbytery, Ma 
juitly amaze and alſtoniſh all that hear the ſame. Is it not wonderful, that _ 
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of {uhigh a nature, and ſo great moment, which ordinarily depend before a 
Presbytery a full Year; yea, often two, three or four, ſhould in one day ; yea, 
in an hours time, if nor machleſs, paſs like Qich- Silver, both Seffion and Freſ- 
bytery, and get into the Synod without either the Accuſer, -or Accuſed 's pre- 
ſence ; if Mr. F. and his Elders be not thaAcculers ; for ro this hour, there is no 
other condeſcended on. Certainly, tho' all the Records of the Chutch through 
the whole World, ſince Chriſtianity was firlt ſettled therein, were ſearch'd and 
enqu'r'd into, ' a Parallel ſhall not be found.” 'Tis moſt evident to the World, 
that it was deſign'd Mr. K. ſhould ſtill lie under the Blunder and Calumnies laid 
againſt him : For tho' the Presbytery had referred the Matter tothe Synod, which 
was to fit within'$ days thereatter, yet they did not- cite him to' the ſaid Synod, - 
nor formuch as acquaint the Synod with the Buſineſs ; ſo that it is more than- 
greſumable he would not have been call'd before the Synod, if he had not mean- 


- ed himſelf to their Wiſdoms by a Petition, which he ga"e in -many hours after 


they were fit down. And after conſideration had of the faid A the Syn- 
od, it was referred to a Committee made up of the Presbytery and ſeveral Aſ- 
fitanrts. The E. of R. and his Lordſhip's Curators, knowing what Spirit thele 
Libellers are of they f'rmerly upon ſeveral orcaſions having oppoſed his Lord- 

- ſhip, and contenined his Authority, he ludging that this whole Procecure againſt 
Mr. K. is alſo a firiking againſt, and-trampling upon his own Honour and Inte- 
reſt, he being the main Inſtrument in 'bringing Mr. K. to this place; and being 
fully convinced of his Innocency of what 1s laid' to his Charge, he therefore 
ſtated himfelf and his Curators, as Parties in defence of Mr. X. With very great - 
reſpe& and veneration for theſe Gentlemen, Miniſters and Elders, that are A(- 
fiſtants, it is offered that they with the Presbytery are ne incompetent Judges 
in/this Affair, for the-above-written Reaſons, and what follows. 

1. In regard moſt part - of the Afliftants were abſent at the fſeve- 
ml Dyers, when Mr. K. was called ; ſo that, in effeR, the Presbytery was al- 
ways more numerous, and at ſome Dyets, the Presbytery did fit by themſelves 
w'thout any Ailiftant. And ſhould a thinking Man conſider the tormer Proce- 
dure of Sefiivu and Presbytery, it canuot be expeRted, that they will proceed 
legally, as they ought to do. 2. They have appeared very Partial againit M. X. 
by ſuffering Mr. 7. and his Elders to ſit with them, to'hear their Conſultations, 
when he 2nd others concerned muſt wait at the Church-door. 4. It 15 evident 
that Mr.-&. and the Perſons, who contra&ted with him, are (lighted, and the Pa- 
riſh-of Ke!/ſo, diigraced (as one of their own nnmber 1d gr ance, 4: and that 
by ſuffering Nor of no worth or ecliteem, ro exerce the Offices belonging to 
Mr. X, 4. When ihey put Rxcries to him, and got his Anſwer therto, and Re 
corded the ſamo 'n their Ree:iter, they poſitively refuſed ro read to hims what - 
was-recorded ;- tho” he prefled the (ame with many Arguments, which infinu- 
ates, that they had recorded otherwiſe, than'he had declared. $5. They, con- 
traty to all Law, Fecleſta/tical or Cizsl, retuſed to give up the Names of their 
Intoem-rs of that Butmnels of Blakader, tho ſeriouſly and often required, and In- 
ftruments raken thereon: And allo, that they refuſed to diſcuſs the hrit two 
main Reads, which were itated before the Presbytery and Synod, ere they en- 
fred on a new Libel, tho chey again and again pretſed to it; but theſe they 
waved-and ſhif:cd, falling on new Points. 6. Their Procedure againſt hin is very 
ſtrange, for they derermmed a Piobation of that new Libel againſt him, and 
that before the delivery thereof to him, and before the Relevancy of it was 
dikifled, or the Libel denied. And Mr. K. having given in a Defence, they or- 
dain the- Probation tc 70 0n3 aiid rhat before they declare what they repel, or 


what they ſuſtain : and an Anſwer being made to this Defence by the My 
which 
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svhich being very large, they refuſed the ordinary Dyet for Mr. K. to reply, not 
allowing him to that ette&t a competent Time. 7. They refuſed to ſuffer the 
Livellers co give their Oath of Calumny, required thereto by way of -Inftry- 
ment. And tho it is known they are moſt malicious, and dare not depone 
.thereupon. Certainly nothing is more juſt, than that ſuch Accuſers give thzir 
Oaths of. Calumny ; for whocan he free.of ſuch like purſuits, if Perſons be 
not obliged todo ir? 8. Ir is true, that there are Canal Witneiles ſummoned, 
and a Liit given to Mr. K. tothe Ette&t (in caſe they had gone on legally) he 
might have his Objections in readine(s againſt them. Put . ſo it is, that tizexr de- 
ſign is evil, as appears by the Lift of Witneſles given nim; for of 31 rone are 
deligned, except 2 ; fo that Mr. K. knew not what ObjeQions . to have in readi- 
nels, there being 3, 4,.0r 5 Perſons of the ſame Name with ſeveral of theſe in the 
Liſt given; and. that even jn the Town of Kelſo, belides what may . be. in 
Country. And allo, they have ſummoned Witneiles, who are nor in-Mr..X's. Liſt, 
9. The Presbytery and Afhitants have ſhewed chemſelves very partial - in. their 
Procedure in this Atair ; For tho' an Objetion and Proteſtation was given in 
azainft Mr. 7. that he could not Cognoſce, and fit Judge, in regard he was a Par- 
tz, and alſo had prejudice againſt Mr. K. And.that he was main Contricer, and 
Former of the Libel and reply, and Carrier on of this Aﬀair : yet he was ſuf- 
. fered to ..it in their Judicature , when Mr. X. and others concerned, were 
ordered to .xzemove ; and that even at the ſame time, when they were 
conlidering, and :voting, whether he ſhould remove or not. 16. Though 
in Law they were not obligd to obje& in regard the Liſt of Witneſſes given 
m, did not bear ther Deſignations, as ſaid is; and as to the Witneſles, 
who are not cuntain'd in the ſaid Lift, it cannot be expe&ed oabje&ions 
ſhou'd be given in againſt them ; neither can they be examined, unleſs }uitice.be 
overturn.d, and the form of Procels in. ſuch Caſes altogether ranvers'd and alter- 
ed contrary to the. Laws and PraQticks of this Kingdom, Eccleſiaſtical or Civil, 
However, the E. and Mr. K. wou'd have objected, as they now objeR. 1. No 
Witneſs can be examined in this Aﬀair, until (ucfa time, as Mr. F. and his El- 
.ders give their Intormers of that buſineſs about the Woman in Blakader ; for, if 
Info:mers He not condeſcended on, none knows, but ſome of the Perſons, who 
are cited as Witneſles, are the Info:mers. 2. Mr. F. is Liſted, as a Witneſs, who 
cannot be rxeceiv'd for the Reaſons contain d in the proceeding Paragraph, and 
Proteſtation taken, He alſo, as Miniſter of Kelſo, and Member of Presbytery 
( as he defhgns himſelf ) is contequently a Judge. in this Aﬀair; and no Judge 
can be Witneſs when his depoſition makes a part of the probation, If this 
Juſtain'd, it were to CMdemn a Man upon the Judges private knowledge ; which 
15 contrary to the:Laws both of God and Man. 2. Tae former Ibjettion rela- 
tive to a Member of Presbyrery ard Judye, 1s hoiden as xep-aced againlt Mr, 
Thomas Thomſen, Brevitatis cauſa ;, ſa tha. ue cannoc hear Witneſs, with this Ad- 
dirion that he 1s nor only a Judge, but aiio Clerk : avd whoſe ev1l Cefign againſt 
Mr. K. muſtin this por tt 0g 4 0m which rende:s him uncapable to be Judge, 
Witneſs, os Clerk, wz. 'Tis known to himicit wit. ( A. ) Prevaricat:on he

Truth, but even to his knowiedge. And beitdes.entred upon. a ſecret Inquitition 
of Mr. K's failings ( if we may fo ſpeak ) piatiled vpon perſons of ':150wn Fa» 
mily for Information againft him ; yea, after the Libel was formg'd ard read mn 
publick.

This Beſſy Thomſon, trom whom, it ſeems, they expeRed ; : -at things 
(tho' in effe& to- no purpoſe) cannot depone, bur in preſence of thac Woman,m 
Blakzader. whom they dare not adduce, rho' the chief Perſon of any, that ſhould 
appear in this Particular, and 44. K. has provok'd thers to ic, and that by way 
of Inſtrument, as is above related. It was upon the conſideration of thele two 
Heads, which' moved A4-.K. to be fo eager and preſſing,that the taid Beſſy ſhould 
g@ home,: as. ſhe came; and the Contrary moved 4.

Gohome, Go home, (aid Sir Techn Prirgle to her, till yu 
have your Neighbour with you, "Tis more thar. probable, if this wcrthy Gentleman 
had not been preſent, they had cauled Beſcy ro derone, contrary to - & Judgment 
of the Synod. We leave '© you, to make what Iufe.ences you think fit fiom 
thele two appearances of Beſcy,” and the very odd Circumitances. relating thereto. 
Only in Rene you clearly lee, that what makes agaanſt Alr. K. they put it 1n- 
to thei Regiſter ; but what makes for him, they ſutfer the Wind to carry it a- 
way.
